By and by ano- 
ther Wave comes, the Remembrance of another Sin, 
and hath the ſame Effect; and ſtil, with the Return of 
his former Sins to his Mind, theſe Convullion-fits re- 
turn -: So that he may juſtly be ſaid to have the Pangs 
of Death perperually upon him, and yet he never dies.

TS That the Martyrs, who have ſuffered, and been be- 
headed, and loſt their Lives for the Goſpel], and the T<- 
ſtimony of Feſus, are to riſe firſt, or before other Mer, 
and reign with Chriſt a Thouſand Years, ſeen:s to be 
plainly enough aſſerted, Yerſ. 6. and in the preceding 
Paſſages. But whether that Pronuſe be already tulflFd

in a Spiritual Senſe, and the Thouſand Years are to be 
reckon'd from the Great Conſtantine's Time, and to end 
with the Riſe of the 0::0man Empire ; or whether it 1s 
yet to be fulfilled in a literal Senfe, before the Day of 
Judgment, is a Point, that learned and inquiſitive Men 
arc not yet agreed in nor ſhall I enter ar this time m- 
to that Controverlie ; but all I ſhall take notice of, 1s 
this : Thar the Martyrs, and ſuch as have been mur- 
ther'd for the Caule of Chriſt and the Goſpel, whether 
under Heath:n Emperors, or under the Reign of Anti- 
chriſt, ſhall have greater Works of Honour, and Maje- 
ty, and Glory conferred upon them, 1s more than pro- 
bable ; and that on ſuch, 1n the firſt place, the Second 
Death hath no power, we do eaſily grant : Bur ftill, the 
Privilege extends to other good Men, and to all ſuch 
Chriſtians as expreſs ther Faith by their Works; as. 
will appear from the following Conſiderations. 

r. In this very Verſe, whereof the Text is part, the: 
Perſons to whom this Privilege belongs, are ſaid to be 
Prieſts of God, and of Chrift : Which Qualification: is in 
other places aſcribed to all the lving Members of Chriſt's 
Church ; as, Rev.1. 6. Who hath made us Kings and Prieſts 
ro God, and to his Father : And for this Reafon they are 
called a Royal Prieſthood, 1 Pet.11. 9. And ſuch Kings and 
Prieſts are all thoſe who have learn'd, and do practiſe 
the Truth, as 1t1s 1n Feſus. Spiritual Kings they are, who 
reign over their evil Inclinations, triumph over their 
corrupt Nature, trample on the vain Blandiſhments of 
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(17) 
living Sacrtfices, holy, acceptable to God; which is their 
reaſonable Service, Rom. xii. 1. And the Sacrifices of 
Prayer and Thankſgiving, of Alms, and the Fruits of 
Righteouſneſs, are the very Characters of their Sincert- 
ty, Pfal. rv. 5. Hoſ. iv. 10. Heb.xili. 15, 16. And therefore 
on ſuch rhe Second Death hath no power. 

2. As by the Second Death, 1s meantHell, and the Lake 
of Fire, fo, Verſ. 15. m this Chapter, it is ſaid, 4nd who- 
ever was not found written in the Book of Life. was caft in- 
to the Lake of Fire. From whence it will naturally fol- 
low, that fach as are written in the Book of Life, arc 
not ſubject to that Power; and over fuch, the: Second 
Death hath no power. Now, 1t is certain, that all Chri- 
fttans who arc Iſraelites indeed, they are written in the 
Book of Life ; which is a Metaphor, or Form of Speech, 
taken from Princes, or Generals, or Magiftrates, who 
mroll the Names of their Subjects, or Soldiers, or Citt- 
zens m 4 Book ; thoſe efpecially who have deſerved well, 
and for whom they de(ign Rewards. So God, as it were, 
mrolts, and regiſters in a Book, the Names of all thofe, 
who, by pattent contmmuance in WelE-doing, feck for 
Glory, and Honour, and Immortality, that they may 
obtain Eternal Life : And therefore, on fuch the Se- 
cond Death hath no power. 

3. We read, Rev.4i. 1. He that overcomes, ſhall not be 
. hurt by the Second Death : And who knows not that Sclt- 
Conqreft, and Overcommg Evil with Good, 1s the pro- 
per Task and' Employment of all (incere Chriftians. As 
they were dedicated to Chrift's Service in therr Baptiſm, 
3nd yowed to fight under his Banner, and to overcome 
& KS chrough 
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through the Blood of the Lamb ; ſo, 4n due time, re- 
membring their ſolemn Vow, encouraged by the Crown 
of Rightcouſneſs that is before them, and enhiven'd by 
the Spirit of Jeſus, they labour, and pray, and ſtrive, 
and watch againſt the Temptations of the World, the 
Fleſh, and the. D.vil : And therefore, on ſuch the Se- 
cond Death hath no power. 
And how ſhould this Death have any power over 
them ? As they live to the Lord, fo they die to and in 
the Lord Jeſus; and, Blefſed are the Dead which die in 
the Lord, that they may reft from their Labours, Rev. xiv. 
13. The Eord that bought them, ſecures them againſt 
that formidable Power. The Lord that died for them, 
and hath aboliſhed Death, and triumphed over it, hath 
delivercd them from that Power. He 1s a Wall of De-_ 
fence to them, ſo that the Power of this Death can- 
not reach them. His Blood, that precious, that 
rich, that beneficial Blood, quenches the fatal Fire for 
them. -In a Word, they are under another Prince, and 
therefore not ſubject to that Power. The Second Death. 
hath power over none but the Impenitent, the Retra- 
fractory, and Diſobedient, and who will not have this 
Man, I mean Chriſt Feſus, to reign over them. Thoſe 
who have given their Names, and their Hearts, and 
conſecrated their Aﬀections to him, mortifie the Body 
of Sin ; Sin 1s their Trouble, and their Grief, -and the 
ObjcEt of their Hatred, and they treat 1t as their Enc- 
my, and make 1t their Buſineſs to deſtroy the Kingdom 
of the Devil, both in themſelves and others. The Lake 
of Fire 18 properly defign'd for the Devil and his Angels: 
. That 
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That Men-are thrown into it, the Reaſon 1s, r. Becauſe 
they do the Works of the Devil. 2. Becauſe they accept 
not of the Merits of Chriſt Feſus, which arc intended ro 
reſcue them from that Fire. No Man accepts of the 
Merits of Chriſt, but thoſe who accept of them on the 
Terms of the Goſpel], 7. e. renounce the Works of the 
Devil ; not in Word, or in Tongue only ; but in Deed, 
and in Truth repent, and mend their Ways, and make 
the holy Laws of Feſus the Rule of their Thouzhes, and 
Words, and Actions : And on ſuch, th: Second Death 
hath no Power.

I nferences from the Premiſes. 


I. "F* Here being ſuch a Death, even the Second Death, 

ſurely it deſerves to be fear'd and dreaded. 
We fear Poverty and Sickneſs, and the Eclipſe of a Great 
Man's Favour, and the Loſs of- an! Arm, or Hand, or 
Foot, and a Thouſand. Things beſides we fear. - But 
how few are there that fear this Second Death, which 1s 
beyond all the Calamities of this preſent World ! *Tis 
true, there 1s none d-fires or cares to feel it ; and fo far 
all Men may be ſaid to fear it. Bur to fear, is, to uſe 
| the proper Means to eſcape the Danger. Ir is with Fear- 
ing, as It 1s with Bclicving : He that takes no Care to 
ſecure himſelf, and his Goods, doth nor bcheve there is 
a Conſuming Fire in his Houſe ; and he that doth not 
arm himſelf againſt an approaching Inundation, dori 
not fear it. A Danger, of which there is no great pro- 


bability, 


A 
bability, may be in fone meaſure undervalued ; but this 
Second Death is a Danger, which 1s nor only poſſible, bur, 


without greatCircumſpeRtion, we ſhall certainly run in- 


ro it. I mention'd a Pafſage before, which fpecifices 
both the Perſons on whom that Storm will fall, and the 
particular Sins which make them obnoxtous to 1t : Ir 1s 
Rev. xx1.8. But the Fearful, and Unbeliewers, and the Abo- 
minable, and Murtherers, and Whoremongers, and Sorcerers, 
and Idoleters, and all Lyars, ſhall have their part in the Lake 
which burns with Fire and Brimflone, which is the Second 
Death. Are there no ſuch Perſons among us? Are there 


no ſuch Sins to be met with in the Places we inhabit ? 


Is the Land purged of ſuch Vipers ? Are no ſuch Ve- 
nomous Creatures to be heard of 2 Who are the Fear- 
ful? Not Perſons naturally timorous, or afraid of Ghoſts 
and Spectres, or walking in the Dark : But Perſons who 
are afraid of loſing any thing for Chriſt and the Goſpel, 
and for Righteouſneſs fake ; more afraid of difpleaſing 
Men, than God ; more afraid of lofing Earth, than 
Heaven ; and more terrified with the Lofs of a little 
Traſh, than the Shipwreck of a good Conſcience. And 
are ſuch Mcn fo very rare among us ? Might nor you 
know them, if you would deſcend into your own Hearts, 
and examine the Secrets of your Souls ? 

Would to God, there were no Unbehevers: Yet, how 
great 1s the Number ! The Scripture calls all thoſe that 
-obey not the Gofpel of our Lord 7eſus Chrift, by that 
Name, 2 The. 1. 8, 10. And to talk of an Erernal, 
Glorious Lite hereafter, or of a Kingdom infinitely 
richer, greater, better, and more magmficent, than = 
TnIS 
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this World can preſent ro-our View, and not to*take 
the Way that lIcads to it, is plain Infidelity. As for 
Men that render themſclves abominable to God, and 
good Men, by their Excefles, Intemperance, and Cur- 
fes, and Blaſphemics, and Lewdnelſs, and Protancnels z 
for Whorcmongers, and Idolaters,(and all coverous Men 
are ſo ; all that doat upon the Riches ot this World, 
and value thern as their greateſt Happineſs ; ) and ſor 
Lyars, who neither ſpeak the Truth, nor do the Truth, 
we can hardly walk che Streets withour joſtling of them : 
They are to be found and met with in the Market, in. 
Converſation, .and in Rchgious Aflembles. 

And have not ſuch Men Reaſon to fear? What! A Lake 
burning with Fire ard Brimftene ! An Everlaſting Fire! 
Is this a thing to be made light of ? Is this a Danger, 
not worth minding ? Is this a Puniſhment, not worth. 
ſpending ſome ſerious Thoughts about it 2 Was ever 
Stupidity like this? Are we Chriſtians, and pretend to be- 
lieve all this, and yet make nothing of it ? If we do not 
believe it, we rencunce our Religion, and apoſtatize 
from Chriſtianity ; for, to be a Chriſtian, 1s, to bcheve 
the Goſpel of Chrift, and to belicve that every Doctrine 
delivered there, is infallibly crue. And can any thing be 
more plainly affcrted there, than this Fire is ? Is it not 
ſpoken of over and ever ? Shall we believe it, and yet 
run into 1t 7 Believe ir, and cling to the Sins which will 
bring it upon us > We are not neceſſitated to run into 
it: If we were, Why ſhould God bid us top 2 Why 
thould he offer  Detenſatives againft it, and preſcibe 
Rules and Methods, how to: prevent it ? 
TY $ Ay ! 
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Ay! But where is this Lake of Fire? I know nor, nei- 
ther can I tell, what part of the Univerſe it is in: But 
ſure I am, that the Sins I have mention'd, if not lett, if 
not forſaken betimes, will caſt you into 1t,' and your 
Curioſity will be ſarisfied with a witneſs. *Tis enough 
that God hath ſaid it, and you are bound to believe 
him ; and ſo to believe him, as to be rouch'd with the 
Belicf, and to take other Reſolutions. 

And what if this Fire were no more than an unquier, 
diſcompoſed, and roaring Conſcience, expreſſed by the 
moſt terrible thing we know of in the World ! Is this 
{ſo trivial a thing, that it is no juſt Object of our Fear ? 
Ah, poor careleſs Men ! Had ye but converſed as ſome 
of us have done, with Perſons troubled in Mind, tor- 
mented in Conſcience, and labouring under Agonies of 
Spirit, you would be able to gueſs what the Wrath of 
God in the other World will be, when let looſe upon 
the Man; and the Soul ſhall ſee it naked, withour In- 
terpoſition of Body or Matter. A wounded Spirit, who 
can bear? And when the Terrour and Anguihh of Mind, 
even 1m this Life, 1s ſach, that it puts or forces Men 
ſometimes, to hang, or drown, or ſtab, or poyſon them- 
ſelves, what will ; a Anguiſh be in the next, when Sin 
xy1ill appear more dreadful, and God's Anger more fie- 
ry, and his Indignation more terrible, and the Senſe of 
© will be quicker, and the Apprehenſion more lively, 
and the Accuſations more ſtinging, and the whole Scene 
more amazing, and the Sentence more aſtoniſhing, and 
the Condemnation more ſolemn, and all Circumſtances 
blacker, and the Conſcience oyerwhelm'd with greater 


Shame and Confuſion ? 2 Were 
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| Were there nothing in all this, but a metre Poſſibil;- 
ty, would it not become a wiſe Man to look about 
himſelf > But ſuch an Exit 1s moſt certain. Sin unre- 
pented of, will end in all this : Ic cannot be otherwiſe. 
Cavils, and Laughter, and ridiculing theſe ſerious things, 
may-ſatisfie a Brutiſh Man, whule he is at his Cups, and 
immerſed in his Pleaſures ; but they will not when his 
thoughts are cool, when Sickneſs, when ſome feartul 
Calamity, when Dcath approaches, or when-ever Con- 
ſcience awakes. Oh! Think of thus, ye carcleſs Souls ! 
Fear, fear this burning Lake ; and fear the Sins which 
will certainly confign you to it. I confeſs, I would nor 
have a flaviſh Fear of Paniſhment be the ſole Foundation 
of your Picty and Repentance ; where Fear is the only In- 
gredient of it, the Repentance will not laſt long, nor the 
Picty be of any long Continuance. Love muſt have 
the Sovercign Influence ; yet it may begin with Fear, 
till you ſee and taſte how ſweet, and how gracious the 
Lord is, and what Beauty there is'in an entire Confor- 
mity to the Will of God ; and then Love will come in : 
And the ſtronger that Love is, the leſs will be the Fear; 
for perfeft Love caſts out Fear. 

The Generality of Sinners are ſo harden'd in their 
Sins, that nothing but Lightning, and Thunder, and a 
terrible Tempeſt can awaken them ; and where the Tem- 
per 1s-ſuch, theſe Terrours muſt become Obje&ts of Con- 
{ideration, till they touch, and fright, and force the Soul 
to take a View of a ſweeter, and loveher, and bercer, 
and more amiable Kingdom. Knowing the Terrours of 
the Lord, we'ſpeak of them, and lay them betore you, 


and 
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and give them Life, and repreſent them in dreadful 
Colours to your Minds :. But if you would nor fear, get 
up, loſe no time, look not behind you, faye your ſelves 
in Zoar, bztake your ſelves to the City of Retuge. Flee, 
flee into a State of Grace and Pardon ; Senſe of Danger 
will give you. Wings, and chate your Thoughts, and. 
and warm your Afﬀections, and ſtir up your Wills, and 


' make your Prayers fervent, and your Induſtry grear, 


and ſincere, and eminent, and, by the Grace of God, 
efFectual. Make Peace with God, accept of the Terms 
of Reconcil:ation, reſume your Courage, return toyour 
Father's Houſe, live up to your Baprtiſmal Vow, and 
you will not be afraid for any Terrour by Night, -nor 
tor the Arrow that flies by Day : For he that dwelleth in 
the ſecret. place 'of the Moft High, ſhall abide under the 
Shadow of the Almighty : He ſhall cover him with his Fea- 
thers, and under his Wings ſhall he truſt, and his Trath ſhall: 
be his Shietd and Buckler , a Thouſand ſhall fall at his Side, 
and Ten Thouſand at his Right Hand, but it ſhall. not come. 
zigh him. It 1s.ſo, For, becauſe he hath ſet his Love on me, 
ſaith God, therefore will I deliver bim : I will ſet him on 
high, becauſe he hath known my Name : With long Life will. 
I ſatis fie him, and:ſhew him my Salvation, Pal. xc: x, 4, 
3, 7> I 4, 15: 

II. It muſt needs be a very great Privilege and Mer- 
cy, to be freed and deliver'd from the Power of the Se- 
cond Death ; a-greater Mercy than to be deliver'd from 
the Deluge of Noah, from the Conflagration' of Sodom; 


. from David's Bear and Lion, and from the-moſt painful 


Diſcaſes ; a Mercy to be prized above being ſer with 
| Princes, . 
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Princes, even with the Princes of God's People a Mercy, 
which none can prize, but true Believers; and the more 
they believe it, the more they will prize it ; a Mercy thar 
will be priz'd another Day at a very great Rate, even by 
the Sufferers in the burning Lake, when it is too late. 

The greatneſs of the Mercy would ſoon appear, if it 
were difletted, and the Parts of it laid open, and the 
Advantages examined, and the Neceſlity of obtaining 
it weighed ; without which, it may be long enough 
before it moves, or makes any Impreſſion upon us, or 
cauſes any Alteration 1n our Tempers or Actions. How 
ſhall we prize ut, 1t the Worth of it be nor look'd into: 
If we compare 1t not with what the World calls Hap- 
pineſs, arid Felicity, and Satisfaction; and ſee how much 
u exceeds the flitting Objects here, in Excellency, and 
Dignity, and Duration ? To prize xn whenwe ſhall wane 
it, and ſee our ſelves undone withour it, is the Action 
of Fools, and the Game of Mad-men, and the Inadver- ' 
rency of Changlings. Now, now to prize it, 15 the Way 
to be deliver'd from the Power of the Second Death: 
And he that prizes it, will ftop' his Ears againſt the vain 
Suggeſtions of vainer Company ; will heacken to God, 
obey the Calls of Wiſdom, berhink himſclt, take ano- 
ther Courſe, and riſe with Chriſt to Newneſs of Life. 
This is. the Firſs Reſarrefion, and bleſted and holy is he 
that' hath part'in the Firf Reſarrefion ; on ſuch the Se- 
cond Death hath'no power. As there is a Firſt and Se- 
cond Death, ſo there is a Firſt and Second Reſurreftion : 
the Firſt is to: Righteouſneſs, the other to Glory ; the 
Firſt/toa Spivitual,, the Second. to Eternal Life. 

| .D 2 The 
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The Soul that betimes awakes out of the Sleep of Sin, 
will be held no longer by thoſe Fetters ; but, touch'd 
by the powerful Hand of God, rouzes her ſelf from that 
fatal Slumber ; and riſes from the Drudgery of the De- 
vil, to the glor:ous Liberty of God's Children ; from 
Pufillanimity, to Fortitude ; from Cowardice, to Reli- 
gious Courage and Magnaruanty ; from bale, ronoble 
and exccllent Delights ; from the Pleaſures of Vanity, 
to the folid Joys of Holineſs : Such a Soul, Devils can- 
not touch, and Hell cannot hurt, and the burning Lake 
cannot annoy, and the Second Death cannot reach ; and 
in the Second Reſurrefion, when Saints ſhall riſe, and Be- 
hevers ſhall rejoyce, and the Children of God ſhall be 
crown'd, ard God will be kind, and Chriſt difpence his 
rewards, fuch a Soul ſhall then be clad and deck'dwith 
Robes of Light, ſhine'when others burn, ſhine in a'Bo- 
dy which Death cannot corrupt, and Ages cannor waſte, 
and Time canr.ot deſtroy, and Wind and Weather can- 
not ſully ; for we all look for a Saviour, who ſhalt 
change our vile Bodies, that they may be like unto his glo- 
ricus Body, according to the mighty working, whereby he js 
able to ſubdue all things to himſerſ I wonder not at the 
Toys, at the exccſſive Joy, which ſome excellent Chri- 
ftians feel, not only in their Lite-time, but on a Death- 
bed too, when they refle&t on the Privileges of the 
Faithful, and the great Things God hath prepared'for 
chem that love him : Surely, they deſerve rejoycing ; 
and if the Apprehenſien be lively, they cannot but cauſe 
Foy unſpeakable ; eſpecially, when wits 1s promiſed to 
all ſincere Chriſtians in general, a good Man 'or Wo- 
man. 
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man can appropriate to himſelf in particular ; and ſay, 
Over me the Second Death bath no power : I know in whom 
I have believed : I have fought the good Fight, I have fi- 
niſhed my Courſe, I have kept the Faith : Henceforth is laid 
#p for me a Crown of Righteouſneſs, which the Lord, the 
righteous Fudge, ſhall give me at that Day ; and not to me 
only, but unto all them alſo that love his appearing. 


Bur, to exemplifie what I have been ſaying, let us 
caſt our Eyes upon our deceaſed Siſter. 

It 1s not very material to give you an Account of 
her Pedigree ; that ſhe was the Daughter. of Sir John 
Fettiplace, Baronet, of an ancient Fanuly ; and of a Mo- 
ther, eminent for Wit, and Parts, and: Exemplary Ver- 
tue 3; and Siſtcr' to the preſent Heir, Sir Edmond ; and 
rclated to Perſons of conſiderable Rank and Quality. 
Theſe are External Ornaments, which diſtinguith Per- 
ſons in the World ; but ſtanding alone, give no Re- 
putation in Heaven, with that God, who 15s no Re- 
ſpecter of Perſons. © The King's Daughter is all glorious 
within, ſaid the Prophet of Chriſt's Spouſe ;. and the 
Accompliſhments of the Soul, arc things which digni- 
fie, and exalt, and give Reſpect inthe Invifible World; 
and will laft, when Earchly Honours and Digniczes will 
fail, and die, and fade away. And of theſe I ſhall-ſpeak; 
with reſpect to the Perſon, whoſe Funeral we. do now 
folemmize. | 

To prove that the Second Death hath no power over: 
her, we muſt ſeck for Topicks in her Lite ; for the Lite 
determines Death ; and the Holineſs of. the one, _

the Happineſs of the other. So the Goſpel t caches us, 
and fo Chriſtian Philoſophy informs us, and ſo God 
hath bid us argue; and Conſcience direCts us to make 
Concluſions of this nature. 

There are great Complaints abroad, of the Wicked- 
-neſs of the Times, and there 1s too inuch Reaſon for it; 
and yct,as hideous and numerousas thefe Works of Dark- 

neſs are, jn the midſt of that Darkneſs God cauſes Light 
to riſe; and ſets up Stars, that ſhine in the Night, and 
give.a glorious Luſtre ; and many are reviv'd, and en- 
' Iighten'd, and warm'd by their Influence. Our deceaſed 
Friend may juſtly be reckon'd among theſe ſhining Lights. 

And that no- Man may ſuſpect the toilowing Account, 
cither of Falſhood, or — 7 I muſt aflure the Reader, 
that I have uſed all poſſible Care to take my Information 
from Perſons of Integrity, who had the. greateſt Reafon 
to know her. AndI may truly add, that mine own Ob- 
ſervations have furniſhed me with ſeveral Particulars. 

God did viſit her carly with his Grace ; and lodged 
1n her a Principle of Goodneſs in her tender Years. 

Health is the more admired, when preſerved in a 

Contagious Air; and fo is Grace too, when ſurround- 
ed with Temptations... It was fo with our deceaſed 
Friend ; who, notwithſtanding the Difficulties ſhe met 
with, and the Diſadvantages ſhe was under, in being 
ictt withour the Inſpe&tion and Avthority of a Parenc 
-or Guardian to Gircct her, or good Examples to guide 
her, under the Temptations of Youth and Beauty, not 
only preſerved her Innocence, but gave her ſelt up to 
the Conduct of Religion. | * 
9k; A be- 
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A beconung Modeſty .and- Reſervedneſs appear'd. in: 
the firſt Stages of her Life ; and continued, hke a Guar-. 
dian-Angel, to attend her to the laſt. 

The Indians call the Chriſtians a Praying People ; and. 
E wiſh it were true of all the individual Members of. the 
Community: Our Siſter was an- admirable Pattern oft 
it. Andas Prayer was her frequent Employment, fo it 
was her Pleaſure too. 

Prayer, if right and ſincere, is Converſing with God ;- 
and it is impoſhble to converſe with the beſt of Beings, 
and not to receive Verrue and Power trom that Con- 
verſation. A dead Man was revived with a Touch of a. 
Prophet's Bones ; and we may caſily imagine, what Life 
muſt flow from being familiar with the Living God, 
The World, that deſpiſes, or hath no great Regard to- 
Praycr, knows not the Salutary Effects of it. And, mn-. 
deed, you never ſaw a Perſon very emineat in Good- 
neſs, that was not frequent in this Exerciſc. 

It was ſo with our deceaſed Siſter. Early in the Morn= 
ing, and late at Night, and in the Day-time after Dinner, 
Prayer was her Vocation. I call it her Vocation, becauſe 
ics hard to ſay which took. up moſt of her Time, that, 
or theConcerns of her Family. In publick, and with her 
Family, and in her Cloſer, where ſhe continued ſeldom 
leſs than an Hour, God found her, either engaged in im- 
proving her Knowledgc,or pouring out her Soul ro him. 

Good Books, and, above all; the Book of Bouks, 
the Bible, were her fwecteſt Entertainment ; ans ſhe 
fourid more \Comfort there, than others do 1:1 tir 
Drefling-room, or Ward-robe.. 
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Her firſt Thoughts in the Morning, and her laſt at 
Night, were of God. And ſhe had ſo uſed her ſelf to 
pious Ejaculations, at ſuch, and qther Times, that they 
were become a Second Nature. aft] 

In her publick Devotion, there appear'd that Gravity, 
and Scriouſneſs, and Attention, that it was cafie to per- 
<cive, her Soul was affected with the Service. 

The Lord's Day particularly, ſhe fan&tified, by ſhewing 
a good Example at Church; and taking Care at home, 
that her Fanuly was employ'd in hearing and underſtand- 
ing Things which belong to their Everlaſting Peace. On 
this Day ſhenever, but upon very extraordinaryOccaſions, 
received or paid any Viſits, except it were to viſit the Sick, | 
and the Widow and Fatherleſs, in their Aﬀiction. 

The holy Sacrament of the Excharift ſhe had learn'd 
£0 Prize at a very great Rate; and was preſent art it as 
often as it was adminiſtred in the Country, but more fre- 
quently in the City : And -her Preparations for it, by - 
Faſting, and Prayer, and holy Exerciſes, the Week before, 
were ſuch, that ſhe convinced thoſe about her, that Re- 
cciving worthily was a thing of the higheſt Conſequence. 

In her Way to and from the Houſe of God, in the 
Country, ſhe enterrain'd her ſelf trequently, either with 
hearing ſome good Book read, or with repeating ſome 
Spiritual Hymns and Anthems. 

Great Prudence and Diſcretion appear'd in the Ma- 
nagement of her Secular Afﬀairs. And, indeed, this is a 
very {ignal Encouragement to a ſteady Fear of God, in 
that 1t gives Wiſdom even in Things relating to this pre- 
{cnc Life. When I ſay Wiſdom, I am far from meaning 
" Cratt 
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Crak andCnnning : True Wiſdom is founded in noBlet 
Principles, and'is ever-attended with Chriſtian Candor 
and. Snirys: Ard'when Þ mention-Sincerity; 1 cannot 
but apply to her, what Solomon ſaith of his Exemplary 
Macron'; Many Dau hters have done vertwouſly, -bat in this 
thou excelleft them! all. 

With -what' Juſtice; and Honekus, and-Equity the diſ- 
charged: her Duty; 4s Trafles] to her firſt Husband,- I 
_—_ 'hotai few; who are here preſent, can confirm 
with their Teſtimony: And'i was an Argument, how 
fure that Honourable Perſon was of her Aﬀection ; 
and whar Confidence he repoſed in her: Fidelity, fince 
he Teft:chis All o' her ConduRt.”
